The  L'ni\ersit\  of  'I'lilsa  cclchiated  its  SOth 
aiiniversar\  P>bniar\  7  w  itii  tlic  clcdicatioii 
of  the  ■■new"  Kendall  Hall  in  a  ccremoiu 
open  to  all  Tuisans. 

John  Doremus,  a  TU  alumnus  of  1953  and 
national  radio  personalit\  based  in  Chica- 
go, made  the  dedicator\  address  and  televi- 
sion and  film  star  Torn  Randall  received  an 
honorar\  doctor  of  humanities  degree  in  the 
ceremon\  in  the  formal  theatre  of  the  new 
building. 

Old  Kendall  was  built  in  1  90S,  a  \ear  after 
Henr\  Kendall  (College,  the  forerunner  of 
TU,  moved  to  Tulsa  from  Muskogee,  Indian 
Territory.  It  was  razed  in  1972  and  the  new 
Kendall  Hall  occupies  the  site  on  w  hich  the 
orginal  building  stood. 

TU's  newest  facility  has  been  described  as 
one  of  the  most  exciting  new  buildings  in 
the  Southwest.  The  unusual  copper-roofed 
structure  houses  TU's  departments  of 
Communications  and  Theatre.  Its  most 
beautiful  feature  is  the  Leta  M.  Chapman 
theatre. 

The  building  concept  was  to  combine  the 
journalism  section,  radio  station,  tele\ision 
studios,  cinematograplu  and  still  photogra- 
ph} facilities,  shops  for  theatre  and  televi- 
sion area,  two  theatres,  classrooms  and  fac- 
ult>  offices  in  an  ipon  w  orkshop  structure. 

In  the  410-seat  Leta  M.  Cihapman  theatre 
are  many  points  of  access  to  the  stage  in 
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atltlitioii  to  Loiis  t'litidiial  onrs  Tlie  static 
can  function  w  itii  a  procenuiin  or  as  a  semi- 
thrust  facilits.  Seating  prcn  ides  each  mem- 
ber of  the  audience  w  ith  excellent  \'iew  and 
an  orchestra  ])it  is  proxided  for  25  musi- 
cians. 

The  smaller  150  seat  experimental  theatre 
gives  TU  space  to  de\elop  and  present  new 
drama  forms  as  well  as  experimenting  with 
existing  forms. 

K\N'GS-FM  is  also  located  in  Kendall  witii 
offices,  librar\  and  studios.  Studios  are  ar- 
ranged so  the\'  ma\  also  use  the  small  tele- 
vision studio  if  necessar\  for  broadcasting 
or  recording  large  groups. 

The  two  tele\  ision  studios,  separated  b\  the 
control  rooms,  are  of  different  size,  shape 
and  form  to  allow  flexibilits'. 

The  journalism  classroom  is  located  adja- 
cent to  the  incoming  w  ire  news  room  w  hich 
in  turn  is  located  in  close  proximity  to  the 
tele\ision  and  radio  studios. 

Cinematograpln  and  still  photograpin  area 
are  located  adjacent  to  a  lecture  hall- 
projection  room  seating  50  people.  This 
room  has  facilities  for  rear-screen  projec- 
tion, movies  and  slide  presentations. 

New  Kendall  Hall  will  ser\e  students  for 
many  years  in  the  areas  of  theatre  and 
communications  education.  It  w  ill  give  the 
campus  an  excellent  combination  of  a  so- 
phisticated commimications  center  and  a 
superb  theatre  facilit\'.

FOOTBALL  1974 


The  University  of  Tulsa  Golden  Hurricane's  initial  game  of 
the  1974  campaign  was  a  31-14  loss  at  the  hand  of  Kansas 
State  in  Manhattan.  Tulsa's  erratic  kicking  game  was  the 
deciding  factor  that  allowed  the  Wildcats  to  gain  their  first 
of  onlv  two  victories  this  season. 


The  Golden  Hurricane  flew  to  Florida  as  a  two-touchdown 
underdog,  but  defeated  the  Spartans  of  Tampa,  31-21.  An- 
other victory  away  from  home  was  a  37-7  rout  of  the  Louis- 
ville Cardinals,  which  left  Tulsa  with  four  wins  in  Missouri 
■Valley  competition. 


TU  bounced  back  with  a  31-6  Missouri  Valley  Conference 
victory  over  the  Mean  Green  of  North  Texas  State  in  the 
home  opener  at  Skelly  Stadium 

The  Hurricane  then  traveled  to  Fayetteville,  Arkansas  and 
were  blown  out  of  the  stadium  by  Frank  Broyles'  Razor- 
backs,  60-0.  After  this  contest,  in  which  absolutely  nothing 
went  according  to  plan  for  TU,  the  Golden  Hurricane  re- 
grouped its  forces  for  the  next  game  in  Knoxville  against  the 
Volunteers  of  Tennessee.  The  Hurricane  and  the  Volunteers 
battled  to  a  10-10  tie  for  59  minutes,  but  TU  lost  in  the  clos- 
ing seconds  when  a  punt  was  returned  for  a  Tennessee 
touchdown  and  a  final  score  of  17-10. 

Tulsa  head  coach  F.A.  Dry  began  his  seven-game  winning 
streak  against  Wichita  State,  35-13,  for  another  MVC  victo- 
ry. Tulsa  then  edged  West  Texas  State  17-14  for  its  third  \\  in 
in  the  conference. 


Homecoming  for  the  University  of  Tulsa  Golden  Hurricane 
was  an  impressive  victory  over  New  Mexico  State,  28-7.  This 
locally  televised  contest  was  Tulsa's  fifth  win  in  the  Valley, 
clinching  the  conference  championship. 

The  Drake  Bulldogs  were  next  victim  of  the  Hurricane  of- 
fensive onslaught  and  the  sixth  conference  team  ot  be  beat- 
en by  Tulsa.  The  final  score  from  Des  Moines  was  TU  52, 
Drake  14. 

The  Golden  Hurricane  won  its  twelfth  consecutive  home 
\ictor\  for  coach  Dry,  30-14,  over  the  Astro-Bluebonnett 
Bowl  bound  University  of  Houston.  The  Missouri  Valley 
Conference  Champs  finished  the  season  with  seven  straight 
wins,  a  6-0  conference  record  and  overall  of  eight  wins  and 
three  losses.
